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So Bell went back to work thence- | 
forth for the men alone. The efforts | 
of the company to sidetrack him. had 
led to his establishment in a position 
independent of them where he could 
devote himself entirely to that “other! 
Side of the question’’ which had led to 
an eavly rupture with his father. But 
he was too valuable a man to remain 
long a mere district worker. In 1893 
he was appointed Organizing secretary 
of the society, and four years later its 
@eneral secretary—the man who runs 
the show. 

In 1900 Derby sent him to parliament 
as a labor member, and in the general 
election of 1906, which proved so dis- 
astrous tO many representatives of big 
corporations and vested interests in 
the house of commons, sent him back 
, again for another term. 

He Snubbed 

He gave signal proof that he ‘pos- 
sessed to the full the courage of nis 
convictions by refusing, after the elec- 
tion, to subscribe to the constitution 
| of the socialist wing of the labor party 
in parliament. For that his own so- 
'clety read the riot. act to him at its 
annual congress and warned him that 
if‘ he did not join the red flag group 
it would not run him again as a par- 
liamentary candidate. But that did 
not impair a bit the society’s confi- 
dence in him as its leader in 
matters apart from politics, 
Rather did it strengthen faith 
in him as a man who-can neither 
be bribed nor bullied. into swerving 
from the course he believes to be 
right. When it serves their purpose, 
English railway companies+daspite 
their. airs of superior virtue-are no’ 
more above buying off an opponent 
than are American companies, but they 
have never yet ventured to put a price 
on Richard Bell.

London, October 1!9.—Mysterious al- 
Ways are the ways of the European 
press censor, but it is in Russia that 
he obtains the fullest scope to display 
his capacity for asinine interference. 
The achievements of General Nowickj 
fn that direction, however, cast all 
previous records in the shade. He is 
“gradonaczenik”’ of Odessa. 
The gradonaczelnik is the man who 
runs the town. It is quite in accord- 
the ideas of Russian Offi- 
cialdom that the first thing necessary 
in order+to run a town properly is to 
muzzle the newspapers. It is the way 
General Nowickj has gone about to do 
that entitles him to be regarded as 
the prize ass among press censors. He 
has issued orders that in newspaper 
of disturbances or crimes of

In every instance the im- 
portant detail omitted is to be replaced 
by the initial of his own name—a cap- 
ital “N.’’ When money is stolen the 
same letter in all cases must be em- 
ployed to conceal the amount from the 
public.

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Foha Winds. 

The Journal of the Meteorological So- 
ciety of Japan centains an account by 
Dr. Okada of the occurrences in Korea 
of those remarkz«ble winds which have 
been called fohn winds. The winds to 
which this name was originally given 
are warm winds blowing down from 
the snowclad mcuntains of Switzer- 
land and producing extensive meltings 
of the snow. They have hence been 
called “snow eaters.’ The fohn is es- 
sentially a phenomenon of mountain- 
ous regions, and Wonsan, in Korea, 
where they have been observed, is sure 
rounded except on the east by high 
mountains. In this region they are 
always westerly and cause abnormally 
high temperatures and dryness of the 
air. A similar wind in North America 
blowing down from the Rocky moun- 
tains has been called the chinook. Fohn 
winds occur also in the arctic regions, 
Blowing sometimes in midwinter, they 
produce a remarkable climatic para- 
dox.

The presence of William Jennings Bryan in Atlanta yesterday and the 
spontaneous nature of the ovation accorded him, affords opportunity for 
such an analysis of the man’s personality as sheds light on the sources of 
his popularity—a firm hold on the public mind and affection which defies 
the passage of eleven years and the moral effect of two defeats. 

The secret is simply stated. He has definite convictions and the courage 
to express those convictions. He has a rugged honesty which is proof against 
the blandishments of expediency, or the whisperings of demagoguery. He 
has the gift—and it is a gift, not an acquisition—of reading the public con- 
science and of standing for its mandates, though such loyalty draws upon 
him the antagonism of powerful interests. He is the possessor of a personal 
magnetism, strong and compelling. He is at heart and in thought and action 
a true democrat, holding the balance impartially, as he sees it, between the 
rights of all classes of the people. } oF 

Only one other American in public life today owns similar characteris- 
tics. Theodore Roosevelt is the man. He has captured the imagination of 
the masses of the people, and he is able to make progress with what are 
essentially the policies of Bryan, through the popwar support which is at- 
tracted to him by the same causes which preserve integrity in the ranks of 
the Nebraskan’s following. | 

Compare the personalities of the two men, trait by trait, and the resem- 
blance becomes the more striking, whether it is exhibited in startling sincer- 
ity and boldness of policy, or in vigor of utterance on the platform or in 
the spoken word. . 

The two men have been cast in virtually the same mental and moral 
mold. The American public, whether consciously or involuntarily, is showing 
appreciation of this fact by rallying to the banners of both. The country 
is divided into Roosevelt and Bryan camps, although the uncerta‘nty of the 
moment and republican dissension may put a different name on the line of 
demarcation.

Editor Constitution: I beg leave to presen t 
a few relative points for consideration against 
the parcels post bill. 

First, the parcels post would not even have 
a tendency to benefit, but would unques- 
tionably work detriment to the retail mer- 
chants. 

Second, the retail merchants are now, and 
have been for several years, battling with 
the mail order propositign, which has at 
times proven detrimental to the welfare of 
the retail merchant in the rural districts. 

Third, the mail order houses are extremely 
anxious and leaving no stone unturned to get 
the parcels post established, because it will 
lend a helping hand to their business, and 
every sale they make takes business and 
profit from the retall merchants in this sec- 
tion, the class of people who are called upon 
and expected to contribute to the upbuilding 
of our state. , 

Fourth, the owners or proprietors of the 
mail order houses are immune when it comes 
to paying taxes to our counties or state, 
and no doubt these gentlemen (the retail 
merchant’s enemy) appreciate thee position 
which places them where they are never 
called upon to contribute to the upbuilding 
of our state. 

Fifth, the mail order houses did without any 
question show their hand too plainly when 
their representatives were so very courteous 
to the R. F. D. Carriers’ convention In your 
city. 

The parcels post cannot benefit the retail 
merchants in the rural] districts, but will be 
sure to work hardships on us.

“We do not want a price that would 
not be remunerative to the grower, 
but we do not want to pay a fancy 
price simpiy because we, across the 
water, look to the United States for 
our supply of raw material.”

“Shots fired or missiles thrown are not to be 
considered slight attacks. Nothing 69 em- 
boldens a mob as a passive resistance, and it 
should never be allowed. The first stone 
thrown, or the (first shot fired at troops, 
should draw two or three shots fired under | 
orders by one or two marksmen designated 
by the commander, great care being taken 
that the rest of the troops understand that 
no other shots are to be fired without orders. 

Any man in a crowd, or on a roof.

More interesting to the many suffer- 
ers is the fact that a certain cure for 
the painful skin blisters is found in a 
permanganate. 
This blistering effect on the skin was 
taken advantage of by old-time doc- 
tors and administered in cases of skin 
disease. One reads that in tuw the 
poison ivy was. introduced into England 
and in 1798 was used as a medicine in 
Europe. Even before this, the juice 
of the plant had been used as a mark- 
ing ink, and is today widely employed 
for that purpese. It resists soap, acids, 
alkalies and bleaching powders, and 
yields only to ether.

The Suez canal of (907 is far differ- 
ent from that which was opened in 
1869. Aza originally planned the chan- 
nel was less than twenty-five feet deep 
‘and so constructed that it could not 
have accommodated the shipping which 
goes through today. It is now about 
thirty feet deep, and there are im- 
‘provements under way ‘to make its 
‘depth thirty-five feet. Since the be-

Within the 
past year or so more than 22,000,000 
tons of earth, mud and sand have been 
taken out of it, and the shipping facil- 
‘ities have been greatly improved both 
at Port Tewfik and at Port Said. Here 
at the southern end of the canal they 
are now dredging out basins which are 
‘intended to accommodate the colliers 
and tank steamers carrying coal oil, 
and at Port Said the coaling arrange- 
ments have been so improved that the 
largest steamers can load thousands 
of tons of coal in a very few hours. 
These improvements have been made 
on account of the crowded condition of 
the canal and the imperative necessity 
of deepining it in order to accommo- 
date the big steamers now building. 
As it is, it is a question whether 
thirty-five feet will long be deep 
enough, for ships grow bigger and 
deeper from year to year. There has
